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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

2. Claims 1 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: In line 6 of claim 
1, "compute" should be changed to "computer". In line 7 of claim 1, "a outside" should be 
changed to "an outside". In line 2 of claim 8, "let" should be changed to "inlet". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin (5,935,282). 
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5. Lin ( c 282) teaches a computer cabinet filter system, comprising a computer cabinet 
having air inlet vents (14) on its front side panel (10), a frame assembly including a hollow cover 
(32) with a longitudinally aligned center space defined by outer frame wall surfaces, a plurality 
of louver pivot slots (35) on a front surface enabling air to enter the center space and into the 
inlet vents, several lock arms (60) for attaching and aligning the frame over the air inlet vents on 
the cabinet, and a filter (12) placed inside the center space, wherein & the lock arms and frame 
walls prevent rearward motion of the frame over the cabinet during use, and wherein the upper 
and side outer frame wall surfaces form an inverted U-shape that slidingly attaches to the 
cabinet. 

6. Claims 1, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Behl 
(6,319,116). 

7. Behl ('116) teaches a hinged air filter for use on a hard disk drive on a computer box, 
comprising fan inlet vents on the front side of the drive, a frame assembly with a front side 
hollow cover (32) having a longitudinally aligned space defined by a front surface outer side 
walls for covering the fan vents, a plurality of inlet holes (see figures) on the front surface of the 
cover for allowing air to enter the center space and into the fan vents, a hinged end (44) for 
aligning the frame on the disk drive, a filter (30) placed inside the space in the cover, and a door 
cover (24) pivotally attached to the cover and the disk drive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 7-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
